A Triumph of Diversity and Empowerment 


Sheynnis Palacios of Nicaragua 
Crowned 2023 Miss Universe 
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THE U.S. Treasury Department has intensified its pursuit of 
Russian oil sanction violators on the seas, making notable 
strides in its investigations. The recent focus involves 
charging three tankers for violating Russian oil sanctions, 
accompanied by warning letters to 30 shippers covering 
100 vessels regarding suspicious activity related to an oil 
price cap. 


Among the sanctioned entities were three United Arab 
Emirates-based shipping companies - Kazan Shipping 
Incorporated’s Kazan, Progress Shipping Company Limited’s 
Ligovsky Prospect, and Gallion Navigation Incorporated’s NS 
Century. However, the complexities arise as the location of 
a company’s base may differ from the location of the bene- 
ficial owner. In this case, the beneficial owner is likely still 
Russian-based, revealing the intricacies within the Russian 
oil trade. 


A separate probe was initiated against approximately 30 ship 
management companies managing 100 vessels suspected 
of violating a price cap on Russian oil. The Treasury aims to 
ensure compliance, stating that shipping companies partici- 
pating in the Russian oil trade should be aware of account- 


ability for adherence. 
The maritime industry’s murkiness comes to light as the 
Treasury’s guidelines and the Russian oil trade present 
complexities. Identifying vessels involved in sanctioned 
oil transport isn’t straightforward, as demonstrated by the 
30 ship management companies receiving warning letters 
about suspicious activity. The Treasury’s guidelines catego- 
rize ship owners as Tier 2 actors, and compliance involves 
obtaining pricing information or customer attestations to 
pledge adherence to sanctions. 


The Russian oil trade further reveals a “dark fleet” 
comprising vessels predominantly loaded with Venezuelan 
or Iranian cargoes, showing evidence of disguising activi- 
ties. Additionally, a “grey fleet” involves vessels sold post- 
Russian invasion to transport Russian exports while evading 
sanctions, often with EU ownership. 


While the Treasury’s efforts aim to cut off the Kremlin’s 
access to oil profits, the complexities in enforcing guide- 
lines highlight the challenges in maintaining control over the 
maritime industry, reflecting a dynamic tug-of-war between 
sanctions and their circumvention strategies.

A recent incident in international waters off Japan, Australia 
has accused China’s navy of engaging in unsafe and unpro- 
fessional actions that led to injuries among Australian divers. 
Defense Minister Richard Marles stated that a Chinese 
warship approached an Australian frigate while divers were 
clearing fishing nets from its propellers. The Chinese ship 
reportedly emitted dangerous sonar pulses, posing a risk 
to the safety of the divers who were subsequently forced 
to exit the water. The divers sustained minor injuries likely 
caused by the sonar pulses. 


HMAS Toowoomba, the Australian long-range frigate 
involved, had communicated its intention to conduct diving 
operations using internationally recognized signals on 
normal maritime channels. The incident occurred in Japan’s 
Exclusive Economic Zone, with HMAS Toowoomba reportedly 
conducting operations in support of UN sanctions enforce- 
ment, although specific details were not provided. 


Australia’s Defence Minister emphasized the expectation for 
all countries, including China, to operate their militaries in 


a professional and safe manner. The reported use of sonar 
pulses by the Chinese warship is considered a breach of 
safety protocols, and the Australian government called for 
adherence to international standards. 


The Chinese government has not yet responded or 
commented on the accusations. The incident adds to the 
existing tensions between Australia and China, despite 
recent efforts to improve relations. Prime Minister Anthony 
Albanese’s breakthrough trip to China earlier this month 
was marked by what he called “significant progress” in rela- 
tions, but concerns persist, particularly regarding China’s 
assertiveness in the Asia-Pacific region. 


Australia, in response to perceived threats from China, has 
deepened military ties with the United States and restruc- 
tured its defense posture. The naval encounter underscores 
the ongoing challenges in the Australia-China relation- 
ship, highlighting the complexities of maritime activities in 
contested regions and the potential for diplomatic strains.

AS the Netherlands approaches national elections, there 
is a growing debate about the prevalence of English in the 
country, with internationals becoming an easy target for 
blame on issues ranging from house prices to education 
standards. Columnist Molly Quell asserts that the Dutch 
themselves are responsible for the widespread use of English 
in various domains. 


Quell recounts an incident in a Dutch court where discus- 
sions about a case involving Dutch people and Dutch law 
frequently switched to English. Despite the topic being 


inherently Dutch, lawyers chose English for quoting reports, 
reading technical manuals, and citing relevant European 
Court of Human Rights law. This choice left Dutch individuals 
in the courtroom expected to understand English without 
translation or interpretation. 


Quell contrasts this situation with the demands from figures 
like Pieter Omtzigt, leader of Nieuw Sociaal Contract, to 
ban English at universities and Amsterdam mayor Femke 
Halsema suggesting people should be compelled to speak 
Dutch in public. Quell criticizes the lack of acknowledgment 
that the widespread use of English is not solely due to expats 
but also reflects a shortage of Dutch individuals in certain 
service industry jobs. 


Highlighting historical grievances, Quell notes that the 
Dutch have long complained about foreigners moving to the 
country and not learning the language. However, she points 
out that the extensive teaching of English to Dutch children 
at primary schools contributes significantly to the country’s 
high English fluency. 


Quell’s experience covering a case in a Belgian court also 
reveals the presence of English references in legal argu- 
ments. However, she emphasizes that the Dutch should 
reconsider their stance on English, cautioning against 
adopting practices observed in neighboring Belgium. The 
article concludes with a provocative question: Do the Dutch 
truly want to emulate the language policies of their Belgian 
counterparts?

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A disturbing turn of events during the Sinterklaas parade 
in De Lier, Zuid Holland, anti-blackface Piet demonstrators 
were subjected to violence as pro-blackface campaigners 
pelted them with fireworks, eggs, and tomatoes. 


The police had to intervene to maintain order, resulting in 
the arrest of nine pro-Zwarte Piet supporters. Among them, 
four were apprehended in the morning for vandalizing 
surveillance cameras, while three were found with “offen- 
sive weapons” in their vehicle. 


The anti-blackface campaigners, afÏliated with the Kick Out 
Zwarte Piet (KOZP) movement, chose to protest in De Lier 
due to the village’s continued inclusion of traditional Piets 
in its Sinterklaas procession. 


The town council reported that a car park on the outskirts 
of the center was filled with vehicles containing hay bales, 
manure tanks, and containers, potentially intended for a 
counter-protest. A “large group of public order offenders” 
aimed to disrupt the demonstration, according to the police. 


KOZP chairman Jerry Afriyie expressed concern about the 
violence, stating that the parade should have been canceled 
due to the unsafe conditions. Demonstrators faced a barrage 
of items, including eggs, apples, and full cans, with fireworks 
causing chaos. Despite police efforts to protect the demon- 
strators, Afriyie emphasized the need for an inclusive and 
safe Sinterklaas celebration for everyone. 


During these tensions, the annual procession in the 
Overijssel village of Enter was canceled by the mayor to 
prevent potential clashes between blackface Piet supporters 
and anti-racism campaigners. The parade, featuring Piets 
in full blackface, was originally scheduled for November 25. 
In Rijswijk, the local mayor, Huri Sahin, refused to grant a 
license for an alternative Sinterklaas parade featuring black- 
face Piets, citing concerns about public order.

Tensions Escalate as Anti-Blackface Demonstrators 
Face Aggressive Opposition During Sinterklaas Parade 
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NEW York Yankees General Manager Brian Cashman 
staunchly defended the team’s 2023 performance during a 
press conference at the GM meetings in Arizona. The Yankees, 
accustomed to postseason success, experienced an unex- 
pected downturn with an 82-80 record, marking their first 
postseason miss and fourth-place finish since 2016. 


Cashman, MLB’s longest-tenured executive, emphatically 
rejected calls for radical change, expressing pride in the 
team’s people and process. He acknowledged the disap- 
pointing 2023 season but emphasized that the roster, on 
paper, was better than the results indicated. The GM pushed 
back against the surrounding criticism, pointing out the 
inconsistency in public opinion. Cashman highlighted the 
positive evaluations the team received just six months earlier, 
noting the unpredictability of New York’s sports scene. 


Despite projections favoring the Yankees as a postseason 
contender, numerous players underperformed or dealt with 
injuries during the 2023 season. Cashman defended the 
decisions made, underscoring the unpredictability of player 
outcomes and the challenges faced in a highly scrutinized 
market like New York. 


Cashman’s remarks also addressed concerns about Giancarlo 
Stanton’s durability. While acknowledging Stanton’s injury- 


prone history, Cashman refrained from promising a full 
season of play, stating that injuries were likely to be part of 
Stanton’s game. 


The GM’s candid comments about Stanton drew attention, 
especially considering Stanton’s agent, Joel Wolfe, repre- 
sents a prominent free agent pitcher in this offseason’s 
market. 
As the Yankees approach a pivotal offseason, Cashman’s 
forceful defense sheds light on the challenges of managing 
a high-profile team in a demanding market, where public 
scrutiny and expectations are ever-present. 


AN electrifying World Cup qualifier 
match, Luis Díaz delivered a spec- 
tacular performance, scoring twice 
within four minutes late in the second 
half, leading Colombia to a thrilling 
2-1 victory over Brazil. The Liverpool 
forward showcased resilience, playing 
just days after his father’s release from 


a kidnapping ordeal. 


Brazil initially seized the lead in the 
fourth minute with a goal from Gabriel 
Martinelli, but Díaz, inspired by the home 
crowd at Barranquilla’s Metropolitano 
stadium, turned the tide. Despite a 
commendable effort from his Liverpool 
teammate Alisson, Díaz netted two 
headers in the 75th and 79th minutes, 
dedicating the emotional win to his 
father, who celebrated in the stands. 


The defeat marks Brazil’s second 
consecutive loss in World Cup qual- 
ifiers, dropping to fifth place in the 
South American standings. Their next 


challenge awaits against long-time 
rivals Argentina at Rio de Janeiro’s 
Maracana. 


Meanwhile, Argentina faced a setback, 
losing 2-0 at home to Uruguay. Goals 
from Ronald Araujo and Darwin Nunez 
secured the victory for Uruguay, 
placing them second in the stand- 
ings, trailing Argentina by two points. 
Lionel Messi acknowledged Uruguay’s 
strength, emphasizing their phys- 
ical play and effectiveness in counter- 
attacks. Colombia sits third with nine 
points, while Venezuela and Ecuador 
secured a goalless draw, maintaining a 
close race in the qualifying standings.

Woods, who last played at the Masters, withdrew from the 
tournament before the third round due to an injured right 
leg and plantar fasciitis. Following ankle surgery to address 
arthritis issues arising from a 2021 car accident, Woods 
assured fans that his ankle is now in excellent condition. 


This philanthropic tournament not only supports the TGR 
Foundation and Tavistock Foundation but also contrib- 
utes to the Bahamas Youth Foundation. Woods’ decision to 
participate adds excitement to the event, especially after he 
caddied for his son Charlie in a junior golf championship this 
weekend. Despite keeping his plans under wraps initially, 
Woods has chosen the Hero World Challenge for his much- 
anticipated return to competitive golf. 


FORMER UFC bantamweight champion Aljamain Sterling is 
expressing his discontent with the UFC’s choice to book a 
rematch between Sean O’Malley and Marlon Vera. O’Malley 
had actively campaigned for his first title defense to be 
against Vera, and the wish was granted. The two are set to 
clash at UFC 299 on March 9, giving O’Malley an opportunity 
to avenge his previous loss to Vera. 


Sterling, who lost his bantamweight title to O’Malley in 
August, had advocated for either himself or Merab Dvalishvili 
to be O’Malley’s first opponent. Voicing his concerns on his 
YouTube channel, Sterling questioned the UFC’s departure 
from the sport’s true essence. 
Expressing a sense of disappointment, Sterling remarked, 
“Whatever happened to sport, man?... I feel like I let loose 
a monster.” 


Despite the setback, Sterling seems to be looking beyond the 
bantamweight division for now, eyeing a return in March. He 
is hopeful for a matchup against former UFC featherweight 
champion Max Holloway.

Altman, who also testified before a US Congress hearing on 
AI and participated in the AI Safety Summit, expressed his 
love for the time spent at OpenAI on social media. However, 
the circumstances surrounding his removal remain unclear, 
and both Altman and Brockman were reported to be shocked 


and saddened by the abrupt decision. 


OpenAI, known for its cutting-edge AI technologies, is 
currently at the peak of its success, attracting substantial 
investments. The company’s flagship product, ChatGPT, 
has gained widespread usage since its launch a year ago. 
Altman’s dismissal raises questions about the future direc- 
tion of the company and the impact on its initiatives. 


Elon Musk, a founding co-chair of OpenAI alongside Altman, 
has previously criticized the organization for deviating from 
its non-profit roots. The leadership change comes at a time 
when OpenAI was reportedly in talks to sell shares, valuing 
the company at over $80 billion. Mira Murati, OpenAI’s chief 
technology ofÏcer, will serve as interim chief while the board 
searches for a permanent replacement. 


Altman’s departure leaves the tech industry awaiting his next 
move and whether he will provide insights into the circum- 
stances of his removal from the company he helped estab- 
lish.
